A man hauling sugar for 
Osceola Farms died Tuesday 
afternoon when he failed to 
stop for a U.S. Sugar train at a 
crossing on U.S. 98. 

Florida Highway Patrol 
officials have still not released 
the name of the trucker 
pending notification to his 
family. 

According to a report by 
Trooper Darient Beavers, the 
accident happened at 
approximately 3:30 p.m.

The trucker, driving a 1982

City is enforcing 
open container law

Having a couple of beers on 
the street corner with your 
buddies could start costing you 
more than the six-pack. 

The City of Belle Glade Police 
Department is enforcing City 
Ordinance Section 18-8 whcih 
makes it a misdemeanor to 
possess or consume alcoholic 
beverages on any public street, 
sidewalk, alley, easemfent*or 
right-of-way in the City. 

Lt. Jack Fulenwider said 
officers began making citizens 
aware of the new ordinace 
several-months ago, but they 
stepped up the process Friday 
night by passing out over 500 
flyers. 


"People have been very 
receptive to this," said Lt. 
Fulenwider. "This hus been a 
something the citizens of Belle 
Glade wanted." 

Saturday night, officers 
began enforcing the ordinance 
and charged five people with 
violation of the new law. 

Charged were Patrick 
Graham, age 25, Eli Samuel 
Blye, age 26, Cassandra 
Simons, age 34, Brnda Denise 
Inman, ag 23 and Alfred S. 
McCray, age 26. 

According to Lt. Lynn 
Lowery, the judge could charge 
the offenders a fine of up to 
$500 and/or 60 days in jail. 


WMD board member 
criticizes SWIM plan 


"The Everglades SWIM plan 
does not solve high-priority 
problems for protection of the 
Everglades, and it places 
undue burden on urban and 
rural taxpayers," said James 
Nall in his presentation, 
"Nobody Speaks for- the 
Taxpayer," sponsored by the 
Western Communities Council, 
Wednesday, Jan. 8 at Welling- 
ton High School. 

Mr. Nall, a South Florida 
Water management District 
Board member, opposed the 
Everglades SWIM Plan 
settlement as the sole, dissenter 
in a 6:1 vote on July 26, 1991. 
Since the vote, Mr. Nall has 
been explaining why he voted 
against it in terms of four 
problem areas associated with 
the plan. 

He says it is the wrong 
priority and that the water 
management (plumbing) 
system for providing water 
supply and flood control needs. 
to be rebuild by the Water 
Management District. 

"The 50-year-old system was 
originally designed to drain the 
swamp, not to supply water,” 
according to Mr. Nall. 

In 1972, the Florida State 


Legislature recognized this and 
directed the Water Manage- 
ment. District to correct the 
problem and provide for future 
growth, but the District has not 
responded, he says. 

Mr. Nall first addressed the 
need for re-building the system 
in 1989, two months after he 
was appointed to the board by 
then-Governor Martinez.) 

Mr. Nall identified six goals for 
rebuilding the system: 

Avoid water shortage in the 
urban areas; Improve watér 
quantity, timing and 
distribution (hydroperiod) for 
the natural resources; Provide 
the unique quality and 
quantity of water needed for 
the 'Everglades; Avoid water 
shortages in agricultural areas; 
Stop flooding the estuarian 
areas, the brackish water 
between fresh water and salt 
water where most marine life 


begins; stop wasting billions of 


gallons of water that go directly || 


into the ocean without being 
used. 

Mr. Nall said meeting these 
goals will establish priorities so 
that taxpayer dollars are spent

League urges agencies 
to study cane burning 


The Florida Sugar Cane 
League is asking the Florida 
Department of Environmental 
Regulation and the State 
Division of Forestry to formally 
examine smoke from sugarcane 
field burning to determine its 
mercury content, if any. 

The League says they believe 
similar studies of sawgrass 
fires and waste incinerators 
should be done. 

Andy Rackley, vice president 
and general manager of the 
League, pledged that League 
members, who are responsible 
for farming more than 80 
percent of the sugarcane grown 
in the Everglades Agricultural 
Area, would. cooperate fully in 
the studies he proposed. 

Rackley urged the action by 
the state agencies "to give 


confidence to our neighbors 
that farmers are not causing 
any harm to the environment 
through their farming 
practices, and to further 
investigate all potential sources 
of atmospheric mercury in 
South Florida.” 

Each harvest season, from 
October through March, 
sugarcane fields are burned to 
clear thick leaves and 
underbrush. The burning is 
required to permit harvesting 
of the crop and to reduce the 
amount of leaves brought to the 


-mills. for processing. The 


burning of the fields is 
regulated by the State Division 
of Forestry. 

In past years some residents 
of coastal areas have 
complained about the smoke 


which occasionally appears 
over some residential areas 
during the winter months. In 
response to those complaints, 
this year, the Division of 
Forestry established new 
regulations outlining wind 
conditions under which burning 
should be allowed to minimize 
the potential of smoke being a 
nuisance to coastal areas. 
Under the new regulations, 
burning is not allowed in zones 
near urban areas if the wind is 
blowing toward the urban 
areas. 

Sugar Cane League members 
said the new regulations 
caused some hardship in 
harvesting the crop, but 
supported the regulations in "a 
spirit of being good neighbors to

Local men featured on Rescue 911 


Belie Gladé hero Dave Oblak 
received national attention 
when his story was seen by 
over 26 million people on the 
CBS network television 
program Rescue 911, broadcast 
locally on WPEC TV 12 
Tuesday, Jan. 14 at 8 p.m. 

f Oblak, 29,.is credited with 
saving the lives of Rick 
Johnson and Shane Miller 
wien the truck in which they 
were riding crashed into an 
alligator-infested canal in 


"Nobody speaks for the taxpayer’ 


November. Oblak helped Miller 
escape from the truck as it 
sank to the bottom, but 
Johnson had been thrown into 
the water. 

Oblak found Johnson floating 
face down and immediately 
pulled him onto the bank and 
began CPR. Johnson soon 
began breathing, but remained 
unconscious. Oblak ran for two 
hours, they say, frantically 
searching for help, eventually 
finding some campers who 


efficiently on the most 
significant problems. 
Other, more pressing 


priorities he said need to be 
addressed include finishing 
cleaning Lake Okeechobee; 
eliminating the Melaleuca and 
other non-native species of 
trees'from the Everglades, 
improving the flood protection. 

"Nothing has been done about 
flood control in the South 
Florida area for 40 years," Mr. 
Nall said, "and with the 
tremendous growth that the 
area has experienced, 
hurricanes like we saw in the 
1930's and 1940's will certainly 
mean disaster." 

He would also like to see the 
restoration of the Kissimmee 
River Valley. 

No other alternatives were 


considered 

Nall said no one even asked if 
there's a better, more cost 
effective way to achieve the 
goal and actually provide the 
unique quality of water needed 
for the Everglades. He said he 
hired his own engineering firm 
and found a better way to 
achieve these goals and save 70 
cents per dollar (costing $125 
million instead of $300 million 
to $600 million.) The proposal 
was not even considered by the 
board, Nall said. 

Where is the money coming 
from? 

The Governor put no money 
in the budget for the Ever- 
glades restoration, Nall said, so 
that unfairly leaves the farmer 
to get stuck with the bill. nall 
explained that it is not

appropriate to charge the 
farmers for the following 
reasons: 

A. Runoff from the farms is 
not dirty just because it may 
have too many nutrients for the 
Glades, Nall said. The new 
standards for the Everglades 
will be 8-14 parts per billion 
(ppb) of nutrients; rainwater 
has 30-100 ppb, tapwater has 
20 ppb and Lake Okeechobee 
100 ppb. The landowner, the 
Department of the Interior, 
wants water 3-9 times purer 
than rainwater. 

"To put this in perspective," 
Nall said, "if we capture 
rainwater before it hit the 
ground of the 550,000 acres 
being farmed, the water would 
still be unsatisfactory for the 
Everglades, because the area 
would still receive rainwater 
with 3-9 times the nutrients 
that sawgrass can tolerate.” 

B. Runoff from farms meets 
Florida's Class 3 Water 
Standards. The problem occurs 
when the district wants to 
release water into two million 
acres that are requiring lower 
standards than any imposed 
throughout the country, and 
possibly the world. 

C. It is the Water Manage- 
ment District, not the farmer, 
that decides where to send the 
water. Mr. nall recommended 
that water from agriculture go 
to the urban cities where it is 
needed and requires no special 
treatment, especially during 
water shortages in the dry 
season. The water is not dirty 
and does not violate the law 
unless. the Water Management 
District elects to send it to the 
Everglades. 


The urgency is artificial 


According to Mr. Nall, the so- 
called , urgency, in the 
Everglades situation has been 
created by the lawsuit, political 
action by the governor and 
media pressure. 

Environmentalist say that 
each day four acres of sawgrass 
(perhaps up to 2,000 acres per 
year) are being destroyed. Nall 
noted that if we did nothing for 
10 years, that would 
temporarily impact a maximum 
of 20,000 acres of the 
Everglades, or one percent of 
its 2,000,000 acres. 

Also, he told the group, if we 
stop putting on too many 
nutrients, Mother Nature will 
reverse the process. 

"There is not an eiet 
urgency to justify a $300 
million to $600 million 
expenditure,” Nall said. A 

Finally, Nall summed up by 
saying, "The Everglades 
Settlement Agreement is the 
worst legal document I've seen - 
in 45 years. Statistics can be 


played with. And they have 


been in this case. It's a clear 
evidence that nobody was 
representing the taxpayers.” »

Delbert Olson, Correctional 
Probation Officer assigned to 
the Belle Glade Probation and 
Parole Office, was'awarded a 
Davis Productivity Award at a 
presentation conducted at the 
Lion's Club of Delray Beach. 

A distinguished panel of 
judges selected Mr. Olson as a 
recipient of a 1991 award: Mr. 
Dave Davis, Executive Director 
of Partners in Productivity (a 
Florida Taxwatch/Florida 
Council of 100 Cooperative 
Initiative With the State of 
Florida) narrated the awards 
presentation. Mr. Olson 
received $300., a beautiful 
plaque, and other items from 
Mr. Henry Ibbetson, a 
representative of Winn-Dixie 
Stores. 

The Davis Productivity 
Awards is a privately funded 
program to recognize and 
yeward Florida State Govern- 
ment's “unsung heroes in the
